The spraying of the mosquito kill 
ing fog will be done between 7 and 
7:30 p. m, Monday. The fog will 
linger .only J 5 to 20 minutes and is 
harmless to animals and man. If 
any person is concerned. over proce- 
dure, he may remain in doors for 
the, 15 minute period, President Ted 
Larson said. 



New Water Rates Go

water bills in the next ten days 
most of them will, be aware of a 
few cents increase in cost, but a 
few will notice a decided- jump.

Clerk Clarence Shultis said that 
the only: difference to most water 
users Is the elimination of the dis- 
count which in many instances .will 
amount to about 12 cenfs. Should 
the bill not. be paid promptly there 
is a 10. per cent penalty. . 
,_Tho BO.'per cent, or. more increase 
to the large- users fcsul ted from the 
advice of the bonding company 
which said that the, burden has 
been too much on the small user, 
and said v that in deriving more' rev- 
enue to pay-< off the new bonds Is- 
sued to drill a new water well and 
lay a new sewer line, rates in the 
higher consumption ought to be in- 
creased.

.V 'The jpff'w. Ja^Xajincti' A ^Harbor 
Precinct, recovered' the. glrFs body 
two blocks upstream' an hour' and 
a half later. The girl was about 22 
years old, 5 feet* 3 inches tall, 
weighed* 105 pounds, was slim and 
had black hair and brown- eyes."

Cadmus, AR-14, taking a 9-day 
cruise and spent the weekend in 
New York City. He returned to 
Norfolk, Va., where his wife is stay- 
ing last Thursday.

Village Board Reduces 
opriation $32,959 
This Year Over 1 953-4 

Antioch one of Few Villages 

to Show Cut in Amount 

That May Be Spent 

■ 

While other villages announce In- 
creases in their annual appropria- 
tions, -Antioch this /year reports .a 
big'cut. 

The total appropriation as pro- 
vided In an ordinance passed /by the 
village board in special session Tues- 
day eveningr was $80,974 in contrast 
to $110,933 last year. 

The trustees quickly announced 
however, that the big cut was large- 
ly the reduction of the water and 
sewer appropriation. Where last 
year $50,000 was appropriated to 
provide for the new water well and 
water and sewer extension lines, 
only $5,000 was reserved this year. 

The appropriation for the general 
fund this year was $51,350 In con- 
trast to $51,733 last year' and the* 
water and sewer items totaled 
$35,624 this year ' in ' contrast to 
$59,700 last year. 

The appropriation ordinance is a 
puzzljnc document even to an oc- 
casional trustee. The ; law of Illi- 
nois stipulates that no money can be 
spent until it is first appropriated,' 
that is, set apart for a particular use,: 
This doesn't mean that the money is 
available, but if the money is ever 
obtained, it can be spent for the 
designated use. 

After the money is appropriated, 
then the board seeks money through 
a levy, and hopes that the. tax re- 
ceipts will be sufficient to meet the 
needs. 

Last year Antioch appropriated 
$119,933 and spent $82,309.62, a dif- 
ference of $37,623.38. — r 
■ Usually the appropriation Is set 
plenty high so that the board can 
act if It finds the money and sees 
fit- to spend .It. The trustees want 
no lack of appropriation standing In 
the way. 

M6ney for expenditures on park- 
ing meters was placed in a separ- 
ate department this year. Trustees 
complained that the costs of repairs 
on the parking meters is excessively 
high; not, ; that Jhe '.yjllage, is 'charged.

The coal Industry Is well equipped to serve this 
nation. Its reserves are sufficient for centuries to 
come. Its physical plant Is completely up-to-date 
and the finest on earth. Its managers and techni- 
cians and workers arc highly skilled. 

Yet the Industry faces very serious problems, 
over some of which It has no control. 

The mine owners have spent huge sums, for 
extraordinary machines which produce "and process 
coal more efficiently and economically. But the sav- 
ings have been siphoned off by increasing costs which 
have literally done away with profit in many opera- 
tions. It should be obvious to anyone that only a 
profitable coal industry can maintain the health and 
strength necessary to serve this country well. And 
nil agree that in the years to come the demand for 
coal Will be far greater than at present 

The president of the National Coal Association 
recently sold that the greatest need is an improved 
realization, on the part of federal and state authori- 
ties, producers, and consumers that "... - the coal 
Industry must ask and receive a fair price for Its 
product if it is to remain healthy." That means, 
in part, that within the Industry itself action must 
be token to keep prices at levels that will return 
some profit. And it means also that consumers of 
coal must understand that their own interests will 
be damaged by buying policies that force the price 
of coal down to levels where the strength of the in- 
dustry is undermined, and its potentialities for future 
service imperiled.

In' the state 
where labor and industry pull together, where, citi- 
zens^ favor well managed private Industry as against 
socialistic government operations, where no ' puni- 
tive laws hamper progress and where taxes arc 
reasonable and fair. 

Then comes Minneapolis, promoting tacontte, 
Minnesota's billion dollar baby, that will build new 
communities, offer new business opportunities and 
maintain Minnesota's leadership In the production 
of Iron ore. 

Thus do countries and communities promote, their 
own destinies instead of crying for public handouts, 
that cause debt and stagnation rather than prosperity.

WASHINGTON — It might seem 
odd that in a region Infested with 
sharks one of the creatures most 
dreaded by the natives should be 
one seemingly harmless as • star- 
fish. But this Is actually the case 
on ifaluk Atoll in. the Caroline 
Islands. . > , 

The starfish from Ifaluk AtoU la 
a giant among hii kind— 3 feet or 
more ■cross— and baa 11-15 short, 
stubby arms radiating out from 
the broad disk like the spokes of , 
a wheel. Unlike most other star- 
ilahes, It Is densely covered with 
sharp, brittle spines; those on the 
back an Inch or more In length and 
tipped like needles. Because of ita 
mottled reddish, olive and gray 
coloration it blends perfectly with 
the' bottom on the shallows and 
reefs where it larks, it la thus an 
immediate menace to the Island- 
ers, who spend much time wading 
about In shoal waters.
